Boston, May, 1851. 

Dear Buete: Last week I had the great 
pleasure of going with a party of friends to 
Rockaway to try the effect of Ocean scenery 
upon a Buckeye’s imagination; as no greater con- 
trast can be imagined than the quict forests of , 
Ohio, with a beach like this; where nothing is | 
to be seen or heard but the restless occan, that | 
sky which seemed to me to mect and sink into | 
it, and the great waste of white sand,—three 
giants standing with clasped hands, looking at 
me with their wild eyes, I fancied, and shud- 
dered; but this impression of something vast 
incomprehensible and fearful, soon gives place 
to an agreeable one of the mightiness of the | 
sea alone, and the extent of its dominion. This. 
beach, and the interminable ‘marsh meadows,’ 
belong to it by a natural and inalienable right, 
and you comprehend that it was not gained by 
any sudden invasion or displacement of a hu- 
man owner. The sky too disappears and you 
think only of the sea, and listen quietly to the 
hymn of athousand years. Then by degrees 
you grow familiar, and feel irresistably tempt- 
ed to play with it, to chase the waves, to bathe 
in it, and feel the soft water flowing over you. 

Last we came to New York, took an omni- 
bus and went straight up Broadway, then on 
foot to that “Grim mausoleum of hope.” The 
Tombs, which instead of being dark and dismal 
in appearance as I supposed, small mean and 
dirty, it is a gigantic and beautiful marble stuc- 


ture with nothing to give it a lugubrious as- 
pect but the small closed windows. Dear sen- 
sitive ladies I actually went into that horrible 
place; but am very sorry I cant boast of hay- 


ing gone with a bold manly heart, instead of 


shrinking at every step and looking so terrified 
that ua police officer very ostentatiously display-

ic had brought a culprit. I had pe-

then marching on with a look of injured inno- 
cenee, as one who hada painful duty to per- 
form. 

We procured a ‘permit’ from the keeper, to 
explore the intcrior, passed through the kitch- 
en, and up a flight of steps, worn so thin, as to 
bend bencath us, to the first tier of eclls, which 
was quite enough for me, if they had not bee: 
all precisely alike. For the first time in my life, 
I found myself face to face with an inmate of a 
prison. My heart sank as I looked in the dis- 
mal cells where many a dandy’s hat was hung,

From the Tombs we went to that ulccrous 
heart—that foul festering core of New York, 
the Five Joints, its twin sister, and the rescr- 
voir from which victims are daily supplied.— 
Filthy and horrible beyond all conception it is, 
but even here, childhood cannot be robbed of all 
its beauty; hanging upon the breast of that 
sluttish, blear-cyed woman isa baby as beauti- 
fuland pure as a dew drop, an& sad sweet 
young eyes look out at us from many a reck- 
ing cellar, aud horrible gin shop. 

As we cmerged from this centre of corrup- 
ion Linyoluntarily sought the line of demar- 
cation between this and viriuous New York ; to 
know precisely when we had exchanged the 
fallcn woman for the honest and upright citi- 
zen, but Iecould not. The charmed or rather, 
cursed cirele of ‘the tombs’ and ‘iive points,’ 

ra 


clude entivcly the good and pure. As we 


passed the windows of the femaic department 


of the prison, a fuce that would have been dis- 
tinguished anywhere, for its look of artless in- 
nocence, attracted me irresistably, by its appeal- 
ing sadness and gentleness. She scomed to me 
to have ‘lost her way,’ and wandered in there 
by some fearful mischance. 

Icould not avoid comparing this little pale 
face, so young so helpless, as it looked, with 
the bloated ones that belonged to the keeper 
and police oiticers who were so ready to ‘cast 
the first stone’ at a child of certainly not more 
than fiftcen or sixteen years ; but we must leave 
the poor lamb to the tender mercies of the 
wolves who guard der from preying upon the 
rest of the flock, and goon to see other refresh- 
ing pictures of New York life. 

The exchange isa place that of course no 
lady ever visits, but as I long ago, weighed 
that title in the balance, and found it wanting, 
Thad no fears about losing any claim I might 
have aspired to possess, and went in at all haz- 
ards. It is very improper certainly for a woman 
even to see the anxious faces men wear, while 





they struggle to procure the means for her 
thoughtless extravagance. There the delicate | 
silks and laces that are thrown aside in a sea- 
son like rejected toys, are bargained for, and 
their precarious passage to this country, pro- 
vided for, as though they were drops of dear 
hearts blood.

The Reseve Trial. 





The trial of persons for aiding the rescue of 
Shadrach commenced in Boston on the 28th 
ult before the U. S. District Court. James | 
Scott, colored, araigned; George Lunt and 
Nathanial Lord for the Government; and 
John P. Male and Rirchard H. Dana, for the 
defence; Judge Sprague, conceded the request 
of the counsel for the government, requiring of 
the jurors « negative answer to the following 
questions as a necessary qualifications for scr- 
vice. 

“JIave you formed an opinion that the law of 
the United States, known as the Fugitive Slave 
Law of 1850, is unconstitutional, so that you 
cannot convict a person indicted under it for 
that reason, if the facts alieged in the indict- 
inent are provod, and the Court holds the statute 
to be Constitutional ? 

“Do you hold any opinions on the subject of 
the Fugitive Slave Law, so called, which will 
induce you to refuse to convict a person indict- 
ed under it, if the facts set forth as constituting 
the offence, are proven against him, and the 
Court directs you that the law is Constitu- 
ional.” 

Now this may be no innovation for we are 
no lawycr—though we had supposed that the 
jury were judecs of law as well as of facts.— 
By this decission the right of trial by jury is, 
about as eflectually desiroycd as in the case of the 
fugitive himself. 1t is another indication, in addi- 
tion to the multitudes we have already had, of 
the willingness of the Federal Court to sacri- 
fice to slavery, not mercly the rights of individ- 
uals, but the great safeguards of justice and
